A MOTHER whose dis- 
abled son uses a dog to 
help him in day-to-day life 
has called for greater un- 
derstanding after a day trip 
turned into a tale of woe. 

Katy McCafferty, who was 
born in Limehouse but now 
lives in Ireland, returned to the 
borough to visit family over the 
Easter break. 

Her 12-year-old son Jimmy has 
autism and uses a specially- 
trained labradoodle, Kizzy which 
assists him physically keeps 


him safe and calms him down. 

Last week Katy Jimmy and 
Kizzy, and younger son Joe 
went to a newsagent in Lime- 
house to top up an Oyster Card, 
but were told to leave the shop. 

"The shop keeper was very rude 
to us,” Katy told East End Life. 

"I explained our situation 
but he said he wasn't having 
dogs in his shop. I said, you can't 
ask us to leave, we are covered 
by the Equality Act 2010 and 
can't be refused entry to a shop 
with a service dog. He told me 
he didn't care and to shut up!

A SERVICE in Tower Hamlets 
works with people with 
autism, offering a diagnostic 
and brief intervention service 
for residents aged 18 and over. 
Tower Hamlets Autism 
Service (THAS) welcomes 
referrals from individuals, 
GPs or other agencies such 
as a housing or employment 
organisation. It does not 
accept referrals from people 
who already have a 
confirmed diagnosis. 

Jesse Atack, a social worker 
with THAS, said after 
accepting a referral, the team 
will offer an appointment 
for an assessment. 

The service adopts a multi- 
disciplinary approach so the 
first appointment is with a 
THAS psychiatrist and 
another member of the team, 


such as an occupational 
therapist, clinical 
psychologist or a speech and 
language therapist. 
Following a diagnosis, the 
team will then work with 
the resident to create a plan 
of action to support them to 


achieve their goals. 

The team also runs the 
autism carers’ drop-in, 
which is for anyone in 
Tower Hamlets who is a 
carer of a child or an adult 
with autism. 

Sessions, which are held at 


the Parents Advice Centre in 
Greatorex Street, Whitechapel, 
feature talks on relevant 
topics and an opportunity 
for carers to share 
experiences and access help 
and support. 

To encourage service users 
to socialise and meet new 
people, the team runs a 
social group. And for people 
who are on the autistic 
spectrum who need 
guidance and support to 
access appropriate training 
and gain employment, THAS 
has a partnership with the 
Job Enterprise and Training 
Service.

"We walked out but decided not to let it 
ruin our day. Jimmy loves public transport 
so we got onto a bus, using the middle doors. 
I tapped my Oyster on the reader and it 
beeped - it hadn't enough money on it and 
I hadn't been able to top it up at the 
newsagent. 

"I've lived in Ireland for 16 years and did- 
n't know you couldn't pay by cash on a bus. 
An inspector got on and gave me an on- 
the-spot fine of £40. What started as a trip 
to town turned into a bit of a nightmare." 

The former resident explained that, in a 
similar fashion to dogs for the blind, assis- 
tance dogs for deaf people, seizure alert dogs 
and autism service dogs make dramatic dif- 
ferences to the quality of life of people with 
autism and their families. 

"Kizzy is on lease from Irish charity My 
Canine Companion and this is her first vis- 
it to London," Katy told East End Life. 

"As a family, our lives have been trans- 


formed by having her. Before, Jimmy had 
a tendency to run away. He has been rug- 
by tackled twice at airports because he ran 
through the barrier. 

"With Kizzy, he's a different child. She 
calms him down. When he goes to new 
places, Kizzy is right by his side, a familiar 
face helping him if he's anxious." 

Following the incidents, Katy has now 
contacted accessible transport organisation 
Transport for All to take up the matter on 
her behalf. 

"As this is Autism Awareness Week, I want 
to highlight the fact that people with 
autism have the same access rights as those 
with other disabilities," Katy said. 

"Without Kizzy, I wouldn't have been able 
to visit my mum. I wouldn't have been able 
to manage the two boys without help. 

"She has been fantastic, giving us inde- 
pendence and confidence. She's changed 
the life of the whole family and made our 
time together much happier."

Sex attack cab driver jailed 

Police make appeal fox any othex 
assault victims to come foxwaxd

A BLACK cab driver from 
Bow has been jailed for 
ten years and will serve an- 
other five years on licence, 
for sexually assaulting his 
passengers. 

David Perry, 52, of Gayton 
House, Chiltern Road, Bow, com- 
mitted the offences on January 
27, 2013 in Highbury and on May 
4, 2014 in South Woodford. 

Both his victims were women 
in their 20s who had been out 
socialising before getting into 


Perry's taxi and falling asleep, 
only to wake up and find him 
assaulting them. 

On July 9, 2014, DNA evi- 
dence from both offences was 
linked to one person but did not 
match any existing profiles on 
the police database. 

Police investigations led 
them to a cab registered to 
Perry, who had no previous 
convictions. 

He was arrested at his home 


on August 14 last year and his 
DNA was matched to both 
offences. He was charged the 
following day. 

Perry pleaded guilty on Feb- 
ruary 2 this year to sexually as- 
saulting two victims and was 
sentenced at Snaresbroolc 
Crown Court on March 30. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Samantha Price, from the Met's 
sexual offences, exploitation 
and child abuse command, said:

"Perry's sentence reflects his 
crimes. As the driver of an icon- 
ic black taxi, he was in a posi- 


tion of trust. Sadly, he breached 
that trust by targeting women 
he perceived to be vulnerable." 

She praised the women for re- 
porting the attacks and "their 
strength and determination to 
see him brought to justice". 

She added: "Perry was a taxi 
driver for some 25 years and I 
must consider the possibility 
he may have committed other 
offences that have not been 
reported to the police." 

She appealed to anyone who 
thinks they have been attacked 
by Perry to call 8217 6446.

WORK has begun on the 
next phase of the Ocean 
Estate regeneration. 

This will see the demolition 
of three poorly designed blocks 
on the estate, which will be 
replaced by 225 new homes for 
affordable rent and shared 
ownership. 

The demolition of Allonby, 
Channel and Studland Houses, 
is part of an ambitious project 
to transform the Stepney estate. 

The new homes will be built 
by East Thames Housing 
Association and 54 per cent 


will be affordable housing - 92 
for affordable rent and 29 for 
shared ownership. 

This next phase will see 
approximately £13 million 
invested in the Ocean, including 
£3.9 million from the Greater 
London Authority. 

Between 2009 and the end of 
2013, more than £220 million has 
been spent on the estate, with 
more than 1,200 existing coun- 
cil homes refurbished. 

So far, more than 800 new 
homes have been built and 
new community facilities have 
also been provided, including a 
community centre offering an 


extensive GP service, housing 
services, and space for com- 
munity groups. 

Aman Dalvi, director for 
development and renewal at 
the council, said: “It's a new, 
inclusive community that has 


delivered, and will continue 
to deliver, positive change to 
people. 

“It is a brilliant example of 
howto ensure the community 
is involved in the changes 
going on around them." 


A SERIES of free special 
events have been lined 
up to celebrate St George’s 
Day.

STUDENTS from a Bow 
school have been messing 
about in boats - which 
they built themselves. 

The 11 youngsters from Ian 
Mikardo School spent a day on 
a Hackney reservoir following 
a 15-week project that started in 
the school's woodwork room 
with scale models. 

They put in hours of dedi- 
cated work, and the result 
was three brightly painted 
Mouse boats, following the 
design of the boat builder 
Gavin Atkin. 

Woodwork instructor Jake 
Hally-Milne said: "Completing 
the project by building boats 
they could use on the water was 
a massive achievement. 


"There were days when they 
found it hard to visualise 
getting on to the reservoir, and 
it's to their great credit that they 
succeeded - and showed how 
skilful they are in getting boats 
to move around." 

Jonathan Carver, the school's 
boat building instructor, said: 
"Each boat uses one and a half 
sheets of plywood and is 
straightforward to make, and if 
you make something that's 


practical, that's a great way to 
boost self-esteem. 

"They even made the paddles, 
and it was a wonderful moment 
when they launched them on 
the water." 

The students each had their 
own strengths on the water - 
while Harry "was a natural” in 
getting the boat to move around, 
Connor was seen to have an in- 
stinct for feeling the wind and 
using it to manoeuvre. 


Mr Carver added: "They 
showed what they can achieve 
when they concentrate and 
they got the reward they 
deserve in a fun day out." 

Instructors gave each of the 
pupils a ride in one of the quick- 
response rescue boats. 

Braden, who ended up 
jumping into the icy water, 
said: "The speed boats were 
the best fun. That was one of the 
best days of my life."

COMEDIAN, author and self- 
confessed former drug 
addict, Russell Brand, has 
opened his first coffee shop 
using inspiration from a 
Tower Hamlets charity. 

Paper & Cup, which has 
shops in Bethnal Green and 
Poplar, is run by Spitalfields 
Crypt Trust, and trains 
former addicts to become 
baristas. 

Mr Brand's new enterprise 
Trew Era, based in Hoxton, 
also aims to provide 
employment for recovering 
drug addicts. It is based on 
the New Era council estate 
where the activist 
campaigned with residents 
to save them from eviction. 
Former Paper & Cup 
employee Gary started work 
at Trew Era on the day it 
opened, March 26. 

“It's exciting - I'll be working 
here three days a week. I’m 


a trained barista and I know 
about the coffee side of it 
because I was trained at 
Paper & Cup,” he said. 
“Everything I know about 
working in a coffee shop I 
learnt at Paper & Cup. I had 
never worked in a shop 
before but working there I 
learnt about customer 
service and that gave me a 
lot of confidence.” 

Graham Marshall, chief 
executive officer of 
Spitalfields Crypt Trust said: 
“We’re delighted that 
another cafe will be opening 
to employ more people in 
recovery. The two biggest 
triggers of addiction are the 
loss of a job or a failed 
relationship and they can 
happen to anyone. 
“Hopefully more cafes like 
this will start to employ 
people in recovery and help 
us de-stigmatise addiction.”

RETAILERS in Tower Ham- 
lets are reminded that all 
displays of tobacco prod- 
ucts must be covered up 
from this Monday, April 6. 

New legal requirements 
mean that all businesses must 
hide from public view any to- 
bacco products they sell. 

There are also specific rules for 
how you display the prices of 
tobacco products. 

Large retailers have had to 
cover tobacco displays since 
2012 and now the law is com- 
ing into force for small and 
medium-sized businesses. 

The new law applies to all 


businesses selling tobacco prod- 
ucts to the public, not just shops 
but also licensed premises such 
as pubs and clubs. 

It will also be illegal to display 
adverts of tobacco products. 

It now means it is against the 
law to show, as well as to sell, 
tobacco products to any cus- 
tomer under the age of 18 years. 
Retailers are reminded to always 
ask for ID before displaying 
products to a customer. 

The law will allow temporary 
displays of tobacco products in 
some circumstances such as 
when someone over 18 requests 
to buy or see tobacco products 
or when staff show products 
when re-stocking. Non- 


compliance with the new leg- 
islation is a criminal offence. 

Any person, including shop 
managers and shop assistants, 
found guilty of these offences 
is liable. 

The council is calling on retail- 
ers to ensure all staff are trained 
in the changes - the council's 
underage sales and responsible 
trader scheme can provide tools 
to help businesses avoid under- 
age sales.

DISABLED people from 
Real are taking an election 
bus to the streets of Tow- 
er Hamlets on Friday, April 
17 to promote voter regis- 
tration ahead of the Gen- 
eral Election. 

Traditionally, deaf and dis- 
abled people have faced barri- 
ers to voting, from polling 
stations that aren't wheelchair 
accessible, to a lack of informa- 
tion about candidates in acces- 
sible formats such as easy read' 
and British Sign Language. 

The move to individual elec- 
toral registration has created 
more barriers for disabled peo- 
ple who cannot access online 
registration. It is estimated that 
since the change, more than one 
million voters are missing from 
the electoral roll. 

Real, Tower Hamlets' 
disabled people's organisation, 
has joined up with Operation 
Disabled Vote which is a 
national voter registration cam- 
paign. Together we want to 
encourage everyone to use their 
vote in the country's general 
election on May 7. 

The event is neutral on par- 
ty politics. It's about making sure 
that disabled people know how 
to register to vote and know 
how to vote, either on the day 
or using postal votes. 

Disabled people make up one 
in five of the population, yet re- 
cent coverage in the media in 
the Mirror newspaper and on 
the BBC shows that many dis- 
abled people feel that their 
voice won't be heard and they 
can't make a difference. But by 
voting you can. 

We hope to be hosting the 
event at Watney Market Idea 
Store between 2-4pm on Friday, 
April 17. 

We will be giving out acces- 
sible information on howto reg- 
ister to vote, how to vote, 
information on access stan- 
dards you can expect at polling 
stations, and easy read copies of

Baroness Tanni Grey-Thomp- 
son, the former Paralympian, 
said: "It is really important that 
disabled people not only regis- 
ter, but turn up to vote at all lev- 
els of elections. 

"I worry that the voice of 
disabled people will be lost, 
and they have an important part 
to play in what could be a very 
close election. I think it is vital 
that disabled people let prospec- 
tive candidates know about 
the things that matter to them 
because so often people think 
the battle on integration has 
been won. 

"Things may be better than 
they used to be, but we should 
not stop where we are." 

Real will also be using the op- 
portunity to explain to local dis- 
abled people more about what 
we do as an organisation and 
how you can get involved.

Advice on spotting the 
signs of ovarian cancer 

WOMEN are being advised to get to 
know their bodies and recognise the 
symptoms of ovarian cancer. 

It affects nearly 7,000 UK women 
each year but only three per cent are 
confident in spotting any symptoms. 

In Tower Hamlets, it is estimated that 
44 women were diagnosed with ovar- 
ian cancer between 2010 and 2012. 

Early symptoms include persistent 
bloating, pain in the pelvis and lower 
stomach, and difficulty eating. 

Sir Sam Everington, GP and chair of 
NHS Tower Hamlets CCG, said: “Peo- 
ple will recognise a change in their bod- 
ies. If you notice something out of the 
ordinary, or think that you might be 
experiencing any of the symptoms as- 
sociated with ovarian cancer, you 
should make an appointment to speak 
with your local GP." 

In ovarian cancer, cells in the ovary 
change and grow abnormally. If it is 
not identified at an early stage, it can 
spread to nearby areas, including 
parts of the reproductive system. 

There are no guaranteed ways to pre- 
vent ovarian cancer, but maintaining 
a healthy diet and lifestyle may help 
lower the risk of developing the disease. 

Dr Somen Banerjee, director of pub- 
lic health at the council, added: “If a 
woman has had two or more close rel- 
atives who have developed ovarian or 
breast cancer, they may be at higher 
risk of developing the condition. 

“Be aware of the symptoms and see 
your GP promptly if you have any con- 
cerns. You're not wasting anyone's time 
by getting a symptom checked out." 

Barts chief steps down 

THE chairman of Barts Health NHS 
Trust has stepped down. 

Sir Stephen O'Brien lead the trust 
board for three years, prior to which 
he was chairman of Barts and the Lon- 
don NHS Trust and chaired Tower 
Hamlets Primary Care Trust (PCT). 

Sir Stephen, who has lived and 
worked in east London for 25 years, was 
instrumental in the creation of Barts 
Health and said that now was the right 
time to hand over to a successor. 

He plans to focus on his other inter- 
ests, particularly in mental health. 

Sir Stephen said: “I am proud to have 
worked closely with so many inspira- 
tional and passionate people who are 
deeply committed to tackling the 
healthcare needs of east London and 
changing lives for the better." 


Tower Hamlets to pioneer 
health and social care deal 



TWO short videos have been produced to show how integrating health 
and social care and sharing information is supporting residents. 
Integrated care is part of a five-year plan launched last year by Tower 
Hamlets Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) to transform services. 

As well as enabling them to live well for longer, residents stay out of 
hospital and can access treatment when and where they need it. 

The scheme is explained in the videos which focus on fictional east 
London couple Govinda and Ayehsa Patel. Govinda’s health has recently 
deteriorated and he suffers from bronchitis and has developed diabetes. 
Before the integrated service, different providers managed Govinda’s 
health and social care, which meant frequently explaining his health to 
numerous people and long journeys to receive care. 

The changing practices mean providers will now work together to make 
sure that Govinda has all of his needs met in a way that works for him.

TOWER Hamlets is among the 
first to blend health and social 
care funding for individuals, 
allowing them to take control 
of how it is used. 

The first wave of the Integrated 
Personalised Commissioning (IPC) pro- 
gramme went live on April 1, provid- 
ing around 10,000 people who have 
complex needs with greater power to 
decide how their combined health and 
social care budget is spent. 

Four groups - older people with long- 
term conditions, disabled children, 
people with learning disabilities and 
those with serious mental illness - will 
have control of their budget according 
to a plan agreed with their care team. 

As part of this, voluntary organisa- 
tions will help patients with person- 
al care planning and advocacy. 

Last summer, local partnerships of 
NHS bodies, councils and voluntary or- 
ganisations were invited to trans- 
form the care of the most vulnerable. 

After a rigorous shortlisting and in- 
terview process, eight demonstrator 


sites were selected for the first wave. 

By March 2017, partners in Tower 
Hamlets want personal health budgets 
to include people with long-term con- 
ditions, particularly adults and children 
with complex health needs including 
significant mental health problems; 
and people eligible for jointly-funded 
continuing healthcare, for whom pro- 
viding a seamless service linked to the 
local authority is important. 

Jane Milligan, chief officer at NHS 
Tower Hamlets Clinical Commission- 
ing Group (CCG), said: “This is ex- 
tremely good news. Integrated care 
enables people in Tower Hamlets to live 
well for longer, enabling access to treat- 
ment more quickly so people can lead 
more socially active, independent lives 
while reducing the cost to the NHS 
through fewer admissions to hospital." 

Robert McCulloch-Graham, direc- 
tor of education social care and well- 
being at the council, said: “It is fantastic 
news to be recognised as a pioneer for 
this project; integrating a one-stop shop 
approach has made it easier for patients 
to receive a single assessment that 
covers all aspects of healthcare." 



A FORMER patient joined fellow charity 
workers to hand over a £5,000 donation to 
London’s Air Ambulance. 

Runu Miah is a volunteer with the borough- 
based international relief charity Human Aid 
UK and wanted to raise money for the air 
ambulance’s trauma team which saved his life. 
Mr Miah was riding his moped in Haringey, 


north London in 2009 when a car collided with 
him, leaving him fighting for his life. 

“I was slightly conscious and I could hear the 
paramedics and the doctor from London’s Air 
Ambulance talking,” he recalled. 

“It took about 15 minutes to arrive at the 
London Hospital, where blood was ready for 
transfusion as soon as we touched down. 


“I wanted to do my bit for the local community 
and give back what I can to London’s Air 
Ambulance by running a campaign through a 
charity such as Human Aid UK.” 

He thanked the emergency helicopter service 
for saving his life and stressed the importance 
of supporting the charity.

AN educational arts char- 
ity is seeking to develop 
studios for emerging 
artists in the historic for- 
mer News International 
building in Wapping.

VOLUNTEERS have been 
cleaning up waterways 
and a new public square 
as part of a Keep Britain 
Tidy event. 

A group recruited by the 
council's Clean and Green team 
took part in a canal clean-up by 
Lark Row Community Garden 
in Bethnal Green. 

After meeting at Old Ford 
Lock, they travelled by boat to 
Lark Row, where they were able 
to clear litter from the canalside 
and cut back huge amounts of 
vegetation - mainly consist- 
ing of overgrown buddleia 
bushes. 

The shrubbery had started to 
grow over the Lark Row railings 
that border the waterway and 
clearing it proved hard work for 
the volunteers. 

Canal and River Trust group 
leaders Paul Crowhurst and 
Chris Read led the clean-up. 


WITH the start of spring and 
the duckling hatching 
season, a waterways charity 
is encouraging Londoners to 
make changes to how they 
feed the ducks. 

The Canal & River Trust says 
six million loaves of bread 
are thrown into canals and 
rivers every year, potentially 
polluting the water and 
damaging thousands of 
ducks’ homes. 

Throwing bread into a canal 
or river can create 
overcrowding of bird 
populations, as they will 
flock to the same location in 
search of the starchy treat. 
This in turn can stress the 
birds and lead to their 
habitats being damaged as 
well as creating excessive 
amounts of smelly and 
slippery bird waste which 
can affect water quality and 
create harmful algae.

New town hall plan set to save the 
London and kickstart regeneration

THE old Royal London Hospital was 
sold to the council for £9 million in 
February and plans are currently be- 
ing drawn up for a civic hub which 
will ensure the heritage of the site 
is retained. 

With more people working in and around 
Whitechapel, it is hoped the hub will act 
as a economic boost for the area, and be a 
catalyst for regeneration. 

The new civic centre will be funded 
through efficiencies made by the council, 
and is just one of a number of changes that 
will be taking place in Whitechapel over 
the coming years. 

With the opening of the new Crossrail 
station in 2018, Tower Hamlets has iden- 
tified Whitechapel as a growth opportuni- 
ty waiting to happen. 

The Whitechapel Vision plans, launched 
in March 2014, have generated a lot of sup- 
port from residents and businesses, along 
with strategic partners involved in the de- 
livery of the project. 

The plans wons silver at the national Plan- 
ning Awards in November 2014, and recent- 
ly received a funding boost from the GLA's 
High Street Fund. 

And it has now been nominated for a Roy- 
al Town Planning Institute award. 

Once the developments and other im- 
provements have been completed, 
Whitechapel will have: 

up to 3,500 new homes delivered by 2025, 
including a substantial number of family 
and affordable homes; 

5,000 new jobs; 

a completely transformed Whitechapel 
Road; 

seven new public squares and open 
spaces; 

rejuvenated town centre. 

The council has created a new project 
team, who are currently working with a 
number of organisations to regenerate 
and transform the area by undertaking dis- 
cussions with key landowners on develop- 
ment opportunities. 

The team will also consult with residents 
and work closely with the Whitechapel Vi- 
sion strategic partners - the mayor of 
London and Greater London Authority 
(GLA), Transport for London (TfL), Barts 
Health NHS Trust, Queen Mary Universi- 
ty of London, L&O London Housing Asso- 
ciation and Salisbury's.

Things you might not know about the new town hall 


The Royal London Hospital has a long and illustrious history. 
Here are just a few fascinating facts. 


The hospital has been 
around since 1740. 

It was founded as The London 
by businessmen and 
philanthropists. It was 
intended for the sick and poor 
among the merchant seaman 
and manufacturing classes. 



The Royal London moved 
to Whitechapel in 1757. The 

hospital governors appointed 
a committee to choose a site 
for a purpose-built hospital. 
Whitechapel was selected 
and building work began in 
1752. In 1757, the new hospital 
was partially opened. It was 
designed by Boulton 
Mainwaring at a cost of 
£18,000. 

The hospital relied on 
public generosity for 
more than 200 years. 

It opened in 1757 with only 
one shilling (5p) in the bank - 
so it was heavily reliant upon 
charity. The hospital 
continued to thrive and grow 
for more than 200 years. 



The hospital helped to 
train many generations of 
nurses. By 1873, the hospital 
had opened its own school of 


nursing, which became the 
largest nurse training school 
in Britain. Nursing care and 
nurse education flourished at 
the hospital, inspired by 
Florence Nightingale, who 
was an honorary governor. 



Doctor Barnado trained at 
the Royal London. Thomas 
John Barnardo became a 
medical student at the Royal 
London in 1866. During his 
medical studies, he became 
acutely aware of the great 
number of homeless children 
on the streets of London. In 
1870, he set up the first of his 
Dr Barnardos homes in 
Stepney Causeway. 

Oueen Victoria popped 

in. One of the first public 
appearances of Queen 
Victoria, following the death 
of her beloved husband 
Albert, was to open the 
Grocers Wing in 1876. 

The ‘Elephant Man’ was 
admitted to the hospital. 

Joseph Merrick, known as the 
'Elephant Man, was admitted 
to the hospital where he lived 
until his death in 1890. During 
his four years at the hospital, 
Merrick's condition gradually 
deteriorated. He required a 
great deal of care and spent 
much of his time in bed. 
Following his death, doctors 
dissected his body and took 
plaster casts of his head and 
limbs. His skeleton remains in 
the pathology collection at 
the hospital. 



The first wounded from 
World War 1 came to the 
Royal London. 

The first soldiers to return 
from the Western Front 
during WWI went straight to 
the historic hospital. The war 
had a devastating impact on 
hospitals up and down the 
country, as they accumulated 
large debts, and many had to 
introduce charges for patients. 
At the Royal London, they had 
to means test patients. 



The hospital played a 
big part in organising 
emergency medical services 
during the Blitz. 

World War II saw the hospital 
get even busier and it played 
a central role in organising 
emergency medical services 
to the north and east of 
London. It also suffered heavy 
damage during the Blitz. Staff 
and patients were evacuated 
to hospitals outside London 
but essential services such as 
accident & emergency and 
midwifery remained at 
Whitechapel. 

The hospital became 
part of the National 
Health Service in 1948. 


From its opening, the hospital 
ran on donations. But in 1948, 
the Royal London became 
part of the NHS. 

The hospital became 
Royal in 1990. 

In 1990, the hospital was 
granted a royal title by the 
Queen, in celebration of the 
250th anniversary of its 
opening in Whitechapel. 

It hosted the first 
helicopter emergency 
medical service in Britain 
to carry a doctor on board. 

London's Air Ambulance, based 
at the Royal London, became 
operational in 1999. It was the 
first helicopter emergency 
medical service in Britain to 
carry a doctor on board. 



The hospital helped 208 
patients following the July 
7 London bombings. 

The Royal London has survived 
some of London's darkest 
times and, in 2005, it received 
and treated 208 patients 
injured in the July 7 terrorist 
bombings. The Queen visited 
the hospital to thank staff for 
their hard work. 

The hospital’s next 
chapter is about to begin... 

Construction on the new 
hospital began in 2007 and it 
was opened on March 1, 2012. 
The old Royal London will 
soon be transformed into a 
new town hall. And so its 
history will continue into the 
future.

Take a journey round old East End 
sites without leaving your chair

WE know where history used to be 
kept - in dry, dusty tomes, packed 
with dates and the deeds of great 
men (they were always men). 

But the digital world, often maligned for 
dumbing us all down, has changed all that. 
A new app for the iPhone (though you can 
also access the information on your com- 
puter) brings the stories of ordinary East 
Enders to life, through a series of annotated 
walks or trails around the borough. 

Click open the app or website and you'll 
see a map of the East End bedecked with 
coloured dots. Click on a dot and you open 
Bill's Trail, Laurie's Trail and so on. 

The trails themselves are clearly marked 
bold routes on the map, with distances in- 
cluded (most are around three quarters of 
a mile). And each trail has half a dozen points 
of interest. 

As you walk and reach each point on the 
map you click and an audio tour with pic- 
tures begins, your host telling you about 
the history of Brunswick Wharf or Petticoat 
Lane. And if you're not feeling too energetic, 
you can do it all from the comfort of your 
armchair! 

The people who've made this all happen 
are a not-for-profit organisation called 
Manifesta. But, as Manifesta's Marion Var- 
gaftig points out, it's the 'trail leaders' 
who drive the whole thing. 

"We have, at present, 16 people, aged 15 
to 96," says Marion. 

"They unearth, highlight and celebrate 
fresh takes on particular places that mat- 
ter to them. They created their own trails 
- mini walking tours, guiding us through 
journeys of discovery, imaginatively weav- 
ing together personal stories and remi- 
niscences with broader social history.'' 

So there is Manny, the son of Russian- 
Polish Jews, who has spent his entire life 
in or near Whitechapel. He leads us on his 
walk around places he's known since his 
teenage years - while sharing his memo- 
ries and love of eastern European food. 

He starts at the Bevis Marks synagogue 
in the City. It's the oldest synagogue in the 
UK, but as Manny relates, declining con- 
gregations nearly saw it sold off in 1886; to- 
day though, it's the flagship of the British 
Sephardic Jewish community. 

And on to Cutler Street, by Petticoat Lane, 
and another victim of the Jewish diaspo- 
ra out of the East End. It was once a thriv-

out the filth of the week, 
they were an essential 
part of social and 
religious life.

ing gold and silver market, but once the Jews 
moved out to Golders Green, the market 
went with them. 

Cutler Street was where the warehous- 
es of the East India Company once stood. 
Petticoat Lane is more famous, but 
Manny is fascinating on the survival 
against the odds of this other market - as 
it mirrors its home area, with Huguenot 
traders, then Jewish, to the Asian and 
African stallholders and shopkeepers today. 

Finally to the Russian vapour baths at 86 
Brick Lane, and universally known as 
'Schewzik's' after owner Benjamin Schwezik. 
They weren't just a place to sweat out the 
filth of a week's work, they were an essential 
part of social and religious life. 

Here it was that the men met on a Fri- 
day evening before synagogue; and there 
was a women's day on Wednesdays. (It's 
now home to a Bangladeshi supermarket, 
Banglacity, by the way). 


At the other end of the borough, Bill - born 
close to Stepney's St Dunstan's Church, just 
like his parents - leads us on a walk 
around Blackwall. Bill has worked all 
around the world as an engineer but always 
returned to his East End home (he even built 
his own house in Poplar). 

His trail is all about the mariners and or- 
dinary people who left the East End: this 
is where the original settlers left from to 
found Jamestown in Virginia in 1606. 

Here was the East India Dock, one of the 
powerhouses of Britain's great trading 
empire. And Trinity Buoy Wharf and Light- 
house, keeping a watching eye over Britain's 
once great maritime fleet. 

There is, too, the curiosity of Orchard Place, 
cut off from Poplar by the construction of 
those docks, and called London's 'Lost Vil- 
lage'. Lost for good now - the community 
was moved out in the 1930s when the area 
was destroyed for slum clearance by the for- 
mer London County Council (LCC). 

But this isn't just nostalgia. Bill hopes 
his trail will encourage people to look to 
the future, to improve their own, and 
other people's, lives. 

And history is being made all the time. 
Up in Poplar, Roz, originally from Ireland 
but living and working in Poplar for 25 years, 
takes a special interest in the art that blooms 
on walls around the East End. 

Poplar Labour MP Will Crooks was known 
as the 'Guardian of the Poor', campaigning 
to end poverty and inequality more than 
a century ago. 

His name might be confined to the his- 
tory books, but there's no missing the 



colourful mural on the Will Crooks Estate 
on Poplar High Street. 

Stroll up to Hale Street and you'll see the 
Poplar Rates Rebellion mural. Bright ar- 
resting images and simple captions boil- 
ing the story of the revolt to a few 
sentences... just enough to absorb as you 
pass by. A perfect slice of street agitprop. 
And it continues. A giant chihuahua paint- 
ing brightens a drab brick wall on Chrisp 
Street, and there are a couple of Banlcsy's 
(one wittily referencing that more contem- 
porary East End trade of phone hacking). 
Trinity Buoy One of the delights as you follow the trails 

Wharf features is the leaders themselves. Every age, every 
on Bill’s Trail culture, every colour and with a myriad 

routes to Tower Hamlets... typical East En- 
ders in fact. And every one fascinated by 
their East End home. 

There is Heena, born in Wales in 1990 be- 
fore moving to Limehouse 15 years ago, and 
with parents born in Gujarat. Her focus is 
on the disappearance of independent re- 
tailers in Limehouse. 

Jon has lived in Poplar his whole life, but 
his family came from Italy. Marlene was 
born in Portugal, grew up in Sweden and 
is now settled in Poplar with her two chil- 
dren. Her trail focuses on examples of cre- 
ativity in Poplar and Limehouse. 

The more you dig, the more you find, and 
as you get out there you'll probably find your 
own landmarks to explore. In fact... why not 
make your own trail? We all have our own 
little bit to add to East End history. 

Manifesta worked on the app with the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, Tate Britain and its 
Arts Map initiative, the Museum of London 
Docklands, Toynbee Hall, Tower Hamlets 
Local History Library and Archives, and lo- 
cal community organisations.

New pledge to continue 
fight against smoking 


THE council and its health 
partners have signed a 
pledge to deter young 
people from taking up 
smoking. 

Members of the Tower 
Hamlets Health and Wellbeing 
Board (HWBB) signed up to the 
Local Government Declaration 
on Tobacco Control, which was 
launched at the House of 
Commons this year. 

Under the declaration the 
council, the local NHS and part- 
ners will work together to: 

continue to help people stop 
smoking and prevent young 
people from starting to smoke 
support national level action 
protect tobacco control work 
from pressure from the 
tobacco industry 
monitor the progress of plans 
join the Smolcefree Action 
Coalition. 

The council formed a tobac- 
co control alliance with its 
partners across health services, 
community organisations and

the voluntary sector, to tackle 
tobacco use through a 
wide-ranging strategy. 

Since 2007 this has led to 
some of the most successful out- 
comes in smoking cessation 
and tobacco control in London. 


Although Tower Hamlets 
already has a dedicated 
programme, the signing of the 
declaration provides further 
opportunity to showcase and 
enhance the work being done. 

The borough has some of the 
highest rates of smoking in 
London and the highest use of 
smokeless tobacco. 

Dr Somen Banerjee, director 
of public health at the council, 
said: “Smoking is the principal 
cause of early death in the UK 
and in Tower Hamlets. 

“Preventing smoking in 
children and young people is an 
important public health 
measure and is therefore a 
huge priority for the Health 
and Wellbeing Board." 

Smoking rates in Tower Ham- 
lets have fallen with the adult 
smoking level now estimated at 
19.3 per cent, compared to the 
London average of 18 per cent.

Eating out, eating in 

An urban melting pot 
of culture and cuisine

IT WAS hard to know where to be- 
gin. Tucked away in the Euro car park 
on Shoreditch High Street, the Ur- 
ban Food Fest was a bubbling melt- 
ing pot of world culture and culinary 
delight. 

Tightly packed trucks, stalls and shacks 
with international delights lined the square 
around groups of tables. 

On offer was Caribbean and Mexican, Por- 
tuguese and Middle Eastern alongside In- 
dian, Mexican and Brazilian and many more. 
For the thirsty, there were stalls selling cock- 
tails, wines, spirits and beers. 

The choice was as varied as the clientele 
and there was even a makeshift stage (a 
small one) where a musician played Span- 
ish guitar and sang whilst his friends ac- 
companied him on backing vocals and 
percussion. Did I mention that the Urban 
Food Fest was packed? 

My choice was Colombian street food and, 
although the queue was long - it took about 
fifteen minutes to be served - it was well 
worth the wait. I chose the chicken and 
chorizo, at £7. The meat was cooked fresh- 
ly on the grill by Roberto, a super-friendly 
Colombian chef. 

With a bed of salad greens as a base, the 
plate box was stacked with a layer of 
savoury rice, topped and toed with a red 


cabbage, garlic new potatoes, fried plantain 
and kidney beans (frijoles). Then came the 
chargrilled chicken and chorizo, the dish 
topped with a tomato salsa. 

My dining partner chose the tender 
venison from the Brazilian churasco. 

Not only was our food great but we were 
lucky to find a table among the throng. We 
got chatting to three American students - 
Juliana from Long Island, Jessica from Los 
Angeles and Eliana, an upstate New Yorker. 
They wolfed Portuguese pastries and were 
amazed that London had night events like 
this, as nothing like this existed in New York. 

Also at our table sat Kurt, a Californian 
software developer on a weekend break from 


Luxembourg with his South African girl- 
friend. Next to them was a Slovakian and 
her girlfriend, who did not care to dine but 
came for the atmosphere and prosecco. 

The conversation was as mixed and as 
vibrant as the culinary offerings. 

The Urban Food Fest is a highly recom- 
mended dining and social experience at a 
budget that is highly affordable - the per- 
fect platform for a great night out. Choose 
well and remember to talk to the people 
next to you. 

In total, the bill came to just £20 for two. 

The Urban Food Fest takes place Satur- 
days, 5pm to midnight, at Euro Car Parks, 
162-167 Shoreditch High Street, Ei.

Lettings agent fined again

A MANAGEMENT agent who 
was fined £3,000 in October 
2014 has been fined again for 
withholding information from 
the council about a different 
property. 

Luis Felipe Tilleria Limongi, of Miles 
Buildings, Westminster, was found 
guilty of ignoring a request for infor- 
mation at Thames Magistrates' Court 
on March 12. 


The agent was fined £4,000 and or- 
dered to pay costs of £650 after failing 
to provide information about a prop- 
erty in Ronald Street, Limehouse. 

He was fined last year for a similar 
offence relating to a flat he managed 
in Hamlets Way, Mile End. 

The court heard Limongi had failed 
to respond to two council notices re- 
questing this information. 

He had been asked by the council to 
meet officers and tell them who lived 
at the address and who collected rent 


on his behalf- information needed to 
assess overcrowding claims. 

Dave Tolley, head of consumer and 
business regulations, said: "Mr Limon- 
gi, like anyone else benefiting from 
letting private accommodation, has a 
legal responsibility to share all relevant 
information with the council. This in- 
formation is vital if the officers are to 
improve housing conditions. These 
notices must not be ignored.” 

The court case comes as Tower 
Hamlets seeks views from the public 


about a proposed landlord licensing 
scheme for the private rented sector. 

It would mean private landlords will 
be required to obtain a licence from the 
council to rent their properties, enabling 
the authority to target bad landlords 
and support good ones. 

The council is hoping private sector 
landlords, tenants and business or 
service providers will fill out a ques- 
tionnaire., which can be found by 
searching for landlord licensing scheme 
at www.towerhamlets.gov.uk

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period.

Harrison retires after 
injuries take their toll

AUDLEY Harrison, the 
former Repton amateur 
heavyweight champion, is 
hanging up his boxing 
gloves because of brain 
injuries and sight problems 
sustained during his 38- 
fight professional career. 

Harrison, who became a 
millionaire overnight after 
winning Olympic gold in 2000 
and signing a lucrative televison 
deal, admits he is now also 
facing bankruptcy. 

Announcing his retirement, 
Harrison said: 'After years of 
denial and sticking to my guns, 
I'm finally getting out of my 
own way 

"I've suffered a few traumat- 
ic brain injuries and will have 
to work hard to reverse some of 
the effects taking punches to the 
head has brought about to my 
overall health. 

"I have vision problems, 
vestibular issues that lead to bal- 



ance disturbances, and have 
serious bouts of irritability and 
moodiness that comes with 
TBI recovery 

"I've also made many mis- 
takes financially and learned 
some tough lessons. I made 
tons of money and splurged lots 
of it away with reckless mon- 
ey management, immaturity 
and a desire to build my empire 
like Tony Montana. 

"Without my boxing income, 
I will not be able to pay the huge 
tax bill I pay each year to satis- 
fy the film partnership I invest- 
ed into in 2004- so it's still likely 


I will have to file for bankrupt- 
cy in the UK.'' 

Harrison won his first 17 
fights against moderate 
opposition, but his performances 
were so far below expectations 
that fight fans turned against 
him and his marketability 
suffered. 

He won the Matchroom Prize- 
fighter competition twice and 
was European champion, but 
was booed out of the ring after 
being knocked out by David 
Haye challenging for the WBA 
title. In his last fight he was 
knocked out in 70 seconds by 
American Deontay Wilder. 

Harrison threatened a come- 
back as recently as January at 
the age of 43. But those knock- 
outs and the toll they have tak- 
en mean retirement is surely the 
only sensible option. 

■ BACK at Audley's former 
Repton base, club hopes of a na- 
tional champion crashed when 
both Jamie Branch and Michael 
Bedaco were both beaten in the 


London championships. In the 
North East Division final Branch 
was outpointed by Lawrence 
Olcoie of Dagenham - the man 
he beat at the same stage last 
season and also a former Rep- 
ton boxer. 

Olcoie had bad luck too be- 
cause he had to quit before the 
next round with injury. 

Bedaco won his first contest 
by outpointing C Paulio (Pea- 
cock), but then lost in the final 
to Charlie Driscoll (Lynn). 

Repton officials cannot re- 
member the last time they 
failed to have a boxer in the next 
stage of the event. 

■ BOW-born Andy Lee is to 
defend his WBO middleweight 
title against Peter Quillen in 
New York on Saturday, April 11. 

Lee became champion in Las 
Vegas last year when he stopped 
Russian Matt Korobov in six 
rounds. 

Victory could set up a clash 
with Billy Joe Saunders, trained 
by Jimmy and Mark Tibbs.

MOHAMMED Mahatir is 
a wanted man after giving 
Stepney Green Maths, 
Computing and Science 
College the biggest 
sporting success in their 
history.

Chris Kinnear, school sport co- 
ordinator who accompanied 
the team with head of PE, Mar- 
tin Smith, could not believe 
what had happened. 

He said: "In 21 years at the 
school this really is the 'stand- 
out' achievement of this 
generation. 

"We have had many boys 
who have become London 
champions in athletics, cricket 
or badminton and many boys 
who have gone to national 
finals. 

"However, this is our first na- 
tional champion. 

"This is made even more im- 
pressive when you consider 
that we only introduced rowing 
about seven years ago and were 
competing against schools from 
all over the country with a 
deep tradition in the event."
